Blood pressuve varies from per- 
son to person due to differences 
in height, weight, age, sex, temp- 
erament, body build, occupation 
and history. . 


When a doctor measures your 
blood pressure, two readings are 
usually taken. One measurement 
is ealled a systolic reading, and 
the other, a diastolic reading. The 
cystolic reading indicates maxi- 
‘mum pressure within an artery 
during a pulse and the diastolic in- 
dicates the sustained pressure 
within the artery when the blood 
vessel is relaxed between heart 
beats. 


Everybody has a blood pressure 
range that is normal for “the in- 
dividual”. Slight deviations may 
be expected and should not be 
considered significant of any dan- 
gerous internal development. 
However, persistent deviations of 
a severe nature are frequently a 
sign of some abnormality which 
should be located and promptly 
corrected. 


A serious deviation from one’s 
normal blood pressure may be 
due to a specific cause. In some 
cases it may be due to emotional 
stress, eating. too much or too 
much of the wrong foods, heredi- 
tary factors, infections, tumors, 
overactivity of certain glands, im- 
proper nerve function or impair- 
ment of kidney function. Whatev- 
er the cause, it should be identi- 
fied and corrected as soon as pos- 
sible. 

High blood pressure may be a 
symptom of  artheriosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) which 
results in the arteries becoming 
less elastic and of smaller internal 
diameter, 

Symptons of chest pain, head- 
ache, hot flashes, nérvotisness, in- 
somnia and visual disturbances 
may or may tot bé associated with 
high blood presstire. When they 
are preserf. they should be re- 
ported to your doctor immediate- 
ly. Otherwisé adults should have

the U. S. Department of Labor’s 
Bureau of Statistics has reported. 
The November CPI was up 5.0% 
from a year ago. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, 
the CPI increased 0.3% in Novem- 
ber, the same as in October. The 
index rose 0.4% in Septeinber and 
0.5% in each of the preceding 
three months. Food index declined 
0.2% in November after season- 
al adjustment; the decline follow- 
ed relatively small increases in 
recent months and was the first 
decline since early in 1976.

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‘ BILL COHEN | 
From Congress 


With the conclusion of 1976, 
Maine citizens will join all other 
Americans in turning their atten- 
tion to the not always pleasant 
pusiness of paying their income 
taxes for the past year. ; 

This year’s tax forms—-and' the 
deductions taxpayers may claim 
on them—differ somewhat from 
those of past years. Many of these 
ehanges are the result of the pas- 
sage last year of the Tax Reform 
Act, the most comprehensive re- 
vision .of the Federal tax code 
since 1969. ; 

The Tax Reform Act, a massive 
1500-page document,. will affect 
every American taxpayer and bus- 
iness, I did not support all of the 
provisions in this long and com- 
plex bill. But I do believe that the 
legislation, whith ‘purges dozens 
of tax loopholes from the law and 
provides ‘relief to those most in 
meed, represents a long stride in 
the direction of real tax reform, 

In view of its far reaching im- 
pact, I thought Maine _ citizens 
would be interested in some of 
the provisions of the Tax Reform 
Act, Of course, anyone with ques- 
tions about his income tax return 
should seek the advice of an at- 
forney, accountant, or the near- 
est Internal Revenue office. _ 

The most, important section of 
the Tax Reform Act extends 
through 1977 the individual anti- 
recession tax cuts enacted by Con- 
gress late in 1975, Each household 
may claim a tax credit of $35 per 
person or two percent of the first 
$9,000 of taxable income, which- 
ever is greater. The bill also 
makes permanent the current 
standard deductions of $1,700 for 
single individuals and $2,100 for 
couples filing joint returns. With- 
out the extersion of these tax re- 
ductions, a typical family of four 
earning $6,000 a year would have 
faced an increase in taxes of $445. 

The bill targets special relief 
for the elderly. For taxpayers ov- 
er 65 who sell their homes, the 
exemption from the capital gains 
tax is increased. The gain from 
the sale of a home would not be 
taxed if the sale price was less 
than $35,000, a substantial in- 
crease from the existing $20,000. 
The 15% yretiremenc: income cre- 
dit for persons aged 65 or older 
will be made simpler, more gen- 
erous and more widely available. 
The credit will be allowed, up to 
certain limits, against earned in- 
come, such as a salary, instead 
of just for pensions and other 
forms of retirement income. 


Under the provisions of the bill, 
parents who haye to hire a baby 
sitter so that they may work 
would ve ailowed a child care 
credit of up to $400 for one de- 
pendent and $800 for two or more 
children, The bill also extends 
this tax break to married couples. 
where one spouse works part-time 
or is a full-time student. Unlike 
present law, the legislation con- 
tains a “grandma” claus, which 
permits the working parent to 
tak the credit in cases where the 
paid babysitter is a. relative. 

I was particularly pleased that 
the bill contained my proposal to 
provide a tax deduction for busi- 
nesses incurring expenses for the 
removal of architectural and trans. 
portation barriers to the handi- 
capped and the elderly. The legis- 
lation also continues the 10% in- 
vestment tax credit through 1980 
and extends through 1977 the 
lower corporate tax rates for small 
businesses, a provision of special 
mmportance in a State like Maine 
where 9992: of all businesses are 
small businesses. 

In addition to the changes in 
the income tax law, the Tax Re- 
form Act also has revised our es- 
fate and sift tax laws to provide 
much-needed relief to small busi- 
nessmen, farmers and others who 
leave small estates at their deaths. 

The new law replaces the cur- 
Tent $60,000 estate tax exemption 
with a credit phased in over a 
five-year period. Thé tredit, when 
fully effective, will be equivalent 
to an exemption of $175,625. Oth- 
er reforms incfuded in the bill 
will permit the vast majority of 
éstates to be transferred tax-free 
to the surviving spouse. The leg- 
islation would also allow mist 
family farms and other closely- 
held small businesses to ba asses- 
sed for extatée tax purposes on 
the basis of their present tse, ra- 
thet thati at higher values deter 
tiined by other potential uses. 

_ Obviously, no piece of legisla- 
tion as complex as the Tax Re- 
forta Act is without flaw. As the 
new tax fegulations are put into 
Use, Some unintended effects are 
bound to emerge, requiring cor 
véctive amendments to the Jaw. 
But I believe most of the chang: 
es contained in thé new law will 
Prove most beneficial to average 
tdkpayers in Maine,

Maine’s effort in this program 
was launched earlier this. year,

The rationale behind the course, 
offered only during election years, 
is to have students actually work 
for a political candidate during 
his or her campaign. Students are 
assigned to research social and 
economic conditions, voter turn- 
out, party breakdown, voting rec- 
ords and candidates’ philsophies, 
from which they are to’ plan ef- 
fective campaign strategy. After 
the election, the students must 
write a complete report analyzing 
all the variables that meant suc- 
cess or defeat for their candidate. 

Karen Brown said she had al- 
ready agreed to serve as coordin- 
ator of William Cohen’s Frank- 
lin County campaign in his initial 
bid for Congress when she decid- 
ed to take Dr. Quinn’s course. “I 
took it because I figured it would 
help in my work for Cohen,” she 
said. , ;
